Control of Timber 


The timber supply position is becoming increasingly difficult 
wing primarily to the shortage of tonnage which may be expected 
become more acute as and when larger numbers of ships are 
‘quired to support the coming United Nations’ offensive. The 
ber Control is, therefore, obliged to take steps te put into 
wosumption privately held stocks of timber and plywood. 
tock holders, particularly those whose stocks are held with a 


view to manufacture into finished articles and not for resale, 
have, pot unnaturally, been somewhat reluctant to part with 
their timber. The Control appreciates these feelings to the full 
but the position is now such that it is unfortunately impossible 
to make such allowances for them as the Ministry wculd wish. 
The Control feels that stock holders may be readier to give up 
their timber if they are aware of the steps which the Control has 
taken to secure their orderly and equitable redistribution. 

Stocks in the hands of merchants are now virtually exhausted 
except for certain quantities of very high-class timber and 
exotic woods and for very small quantities which it is unecono- 
mical to force into consumption unless licences are to hand 
which fit the small parcels. The feeling on the part of some 
consumers that merchants are being allowed to retain their 
stocks is, therefore, without foundation. 

The Control is concerned to be as fair as possible but it must 
be pointed out that considerations of specification render it 
ney pee to guarantee that one consumer’s stock may not have 
to taken while another’s is left for the time being, and the 
Control must use its discretion on this point. There are also 
certain stocks which will be extremely valuable for restarting 
after the war certain manufacturing industries which require 
high-class timber, and for rehabilitating important public 
buildings where timber which has been seasoned for a long period 
is absolutely essential, and it is clearly desirable that such 
timber should, if possible, be retained for those purposes. 

Some stock holders have also expressed a fear that their 
timber is being taken for non-essential purposes. Obviously, 
some purposes are more essential than others, but the proportion 


‘of timber licensed to-day for non-essential civilian requirements 


is minute. 

The Control has powers to direct stock holders to sell and also 
has power to requisition stocks. The latter procedure involves 
considerable labour and expense and, furthermore, renders it 
necessary for the stock holder to make a claim for compensation 
which may result in considerable delay compared with an 
ordinary transaction in which payment would be made promptly. 
The Control, therefore, feels and is confident that stock holders 
will also feel that it is preferable to avoid requisition and formal 
direction as far as possible and to proceed by amicable agreement 
on the part of the stock holder to sell his timber when it is 
required. 

Consumers have sometimes complained that the Timber Control 
Order prices show them a loss in view of the expense which they 
have incurred in holding the stock for a considerable period, 
particularly in view of the necessity of keeping the goods insured. 
The Control has authority in such cases to take over consumer 
stock holders’ timber at the cost price delivered to the stock 
holders’ premises plus charges necessarily and properly incurred 
since acquisition, viz., piling, loading out and fire and war risk 
insurance but not interest, overheads or profit. 

The Control feels that when all these considerations are fully 
appreciated by stock holders, they will realise that it is necessary 
in the national interest to accede to requests from the Control to 
supply licences which may be presented to them by consumers. 


Control of Glue, Gelatine and Size 


The Control of Glue, Gelatine and Size (No. 1) Order, 1943 
(S. R. & O. 1943 No. 816, price 1d.) which comes into force on 
Ist July 1943, prohibits, except under licence, the acquisition, 
disposal and consumption of animal glues and gelatines and fish 
glue in excess of the following quantities per quarter: glues and 
gelatines other than edible gelatine and fish glue 6 tons ; edible 
gelatine 5 cwts; fish glue 3 cwt. 

The Order does not apply to gelatine or stock arising in the 
course of the manufacture of meat products and used in these 
meat products ; nor does it apply to gelatine pre-packed under 
licence granted by the Minister of Food. 
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Applications for licences should be sent to the Ministry of 
Supply, R.M.2C, Carlton House Terrace, London, S.W.1, from 
which address application forms may be obtained. 


Tar Shortage Areas 


The Tar Controller, Ministry of Fuel and Power, has issued a 
direction to tar distillers in the Eastern and London Divisions 
cof the Ministry of War Transport, and in the county of Berkshire 
(which is in the Southern Division of the Ministry) that these 
are “shortage”? areas. Tar distillers in these areas (unless 
their stocks exceed amounts specified to them by the Tar Con- 
troller) will supply tar, and tarmacdadam manufacturers will 
supply tarmacadam, only for Air Ministry requirements, or on 
the authority of a permit issued by the Ministry of War Trans- 
port’s Divisional Road Engineers; at: Palace Chambers, Silver, 
Street, Bedford, for Eastern Division (Telephone: Bedford 
4554); Gaywood House, Great Peter Street, London, 8.W.1, 
for London Division (‘Telephone : Abbey 2262); and Northern- 
hay Gate, Queen Street, Exeter, for Berkshire (Telephone : 
Exeter 5242). ° 

Anyone in the shortage areas needing tar or tarmacdam for 
other than Air Ministry requirements should apply to the appro- 
priate Divisional Road Engineer for a permit. 

The area of the Eastern Division comprises the counties of 
Notts, Lines, Rutland, Northants, Bucks, Beds, Hunts, Isle of 
Ely, Cambs, Norfolk, and Suffolk ; and that of London Division 
those of London, Herts, Essex, Middlesex, Surrey, Kent and 
Sussex. 


Coupons for Lost Clothing or other 
Rationed Goods 


Applications for coupons in respect of clothing or other 
rationed goods lost in transit between retailer and customer or 
while in the possession of the former have hitherto been dealt 
with by collectors of Customs and Excise. The Board of Trade 
have now decided to deal with claims arising from such losses 
through the retailer, who should make application on form 
LRG2 to I. & M. 3 Department, Board of Trade, Northgate, 
Prince Albert Road, London, N.W.8, but it will be at the option 
of the customer to receive coupons or goods. Proof of loss will, 
of course, be required, and applications under this arrangement 
will be entertained only in respect of goods of which the owner 
has enjoyed no beneficial use. 


Reconditioned Service Dress 


A limited number of reconditioned service battledress uni- 
forms, dyed green, are now available for the use of workers 
engaged in acid pickling, plating and dipping. Since these workers 
are widely dispersed in industry and stocks are not large, arrange- 
ments have been made to enable the battledress to be distributed 
through the employers concerned to those workers who desire 
them. 

The battledress will cost 21s. and 6 coupons for each suit 
(blouse and trousers cannot be sold separately), and employers 
wishing to buy them on behalf of their workers should apply 
for full details to their appropriate Employers’ Organisation. 


Utility Cloth Allocations 


The Director-General of Civilian Clothing met representatives 
of the heavy section of the women’s wear manufacturers on 
Wednesday, 9th June, to discuss the cloth allocation system, 
with particular reference to cloth 209. The Director-General 
explained the working of the system and expressed the hope 
that the recent difficulties, which had been due to a variety of 
factors, would not be repeated. There will be further dis- 
cussions. 


Export Licensing 
EXPORT OF GOODS (CONTROL) (NO. 6) ORDER, 1943 


Under the Export of Goods (Control) (No. 6) Order, 1943 
(S. R. & O. 1943 No. 842, price ld.), which comes into force on 
5th July 1943, control is extended to cover putty, silica bricks, 
spectacle lenses and blanks, and additional metal goods, machi- 
nery, rubber manufactures and chemicals. 

The provisions of the Order are dealt with in detail below :— 

I. Licences will, in future, be required to export the following 
classes of goods to all destinations :— 

Putty. 

Refractory blocks, bricks and tiles of silica. 

Manufactures wholly or partly of non-precious metal, the

and silver proteinate are superseded by the provisions that 
licences will, in future, be required to export the following :—

(e) Insecticides, fungicides, weed-killers, animal dips and 
disinfectants, containing arsenic compounds, chlorinated 
naphthalenes, copper compounds, cyanides, fluorides, metalde- 
hyde, nicotine or its salts, petroleum oils, pyrethrum or its 
extracts, resinates, rosin (colophony), liquid rosin (tall oil), 
silico-fluorides, sulphides or sulphur. 

(f) Radium and mesothorium compounds (including such 
compounds contained in radium cells, needles, plaques and 
tubes) and mixtures containing any of these compounds.

AWARDS FOR THE IMPROVEMENT AND 
ENCOURAGEMENT OF NAVIGATION 


(1) Offer of a Prize for an Invention, 1943.—The Council of the 
Royal Society of Arts offer the following Prize under the Thomas 
Gray Memorial Trust, the objects of which are “ The advance- 
ment of the Science of Navigation and the Scientific and Educa- 
tional interests of the British Mercantile Marine ” :— 

A Prize of £50 to any ‘person of British or Allied Nationality 
who may bring to their notice an invention, publication, dia- 
gram, etc., which in the opinion of the Judges is considered to 
be an advancement in the Science or Practice of Navigation, 
proposed or invented by himself in the period 1st January 1938, 
to 3lst December, 1943. Entries which have already been 
considered by the Judges in the years 1938-42 are not eligible for 
further consideration unless they have since been materially 
modified. 

The Council reserve the right of withholding the Prize or of 
awarding a smaller Prize if in the opinion of the Judges no 
suitable invention is submitted, and in the event of more than 
one such improvement being approved, the Council reserve the 
right of dividing the amount into two or more prizes at their 
discretion. 

The Council do not claim any rights in respect of any invention 
to which a prize may be awarded. 

Competitors must forward their proofs of claim, between 
Ist October and 3lst December 1943, to, the Acting Secretary, 
Royal Society of Arts, at the above address. 

In 1942 the Council offered a similar Prize. Thirty-six entries 
were submitted, and the full Prize of £50 was awarded to: Mr. 
W.L. Nelson, Engineer Superintendent to the Eagle Oil and Ship- 
ping Company, for his Development of Fire Fighting and Salvage 
Equipment. 

(2) Offer of an Award of £50 for Deed of Professoinal Merit.— 
The Council of the Royal Society of Arts, as Trustees ‘of the 
Thomas Gray Memorial Trust, in recognition of the remarkable 
skill which is so constantly displayed at sea during the present 
struggle, have decided to offer a further award of £50 to any 
member of the British Merchant Navy for any deed brought to 
their notice which, in the opinion of the judges to be appointed 
by the Council, is of outstanding professiona] merit. The period 
to be covered by the offer will be the year ended 30th September 
1943, and the judges will proceed to consider their decision on 
or after Ist January 1944. Deeds of the type to be considered 
in connection with this offer may be brought to the notice of the 
Council by any person not later than 3lst December 1943. 
They will not, however, be considered by the judges unless they 
have been endorsed by a recognised Authority or responsible 
person able to testify to the deed to be adjudged. beng 

The Council reserve the right to withhold the award or to 
make a smaller award, or to divide the amount into two or more 
awards at their discretion. 

In 1942 Mr. John Wyld, D.S.O., Chief Engineer of the Steamship 
Ohio, under the management of the Eagle Oil and Shipping Company 
was chosen for this award.

British Standard Specifications 


SMALL RIVETS 


The British Standards Institution has recently supplemented 
the various existing British Standards for hot closed rivets by 
the issue of a Specification relating to small rivets for cold closing. 
The rivets coming within the scope of this specification are cold 
forged from mild steel wire, the essential properties for which 
are prescribed. Cold bending and flattening tests are specified 
for determining the quality of the finished rivets. This Standard 
relates solely to the quality of the rivets, the dimensions of small 
rivets being already covered by B.S. 641.

WAR-TIME RUBBER AND P.V.C. INSULATED CABLES 


A new type of cable known as the P.V.C. cable has recently 
been developed as a substitute for rubber-insulated cables. The 
insulating compound is polyvinyl chroride, and although this 
material has been used as a cable dielectric for special purposes 
for some years, its use on the large scale has hitherto been 
restricted by the availability of supplies. 

During recent months the production of polyvinyl chloride 
has been substantially increased, and this material is now taking 
the place of rubber as a cable dielectric on a fairly large scale. 
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To meet this situation a supplement to B.S. 7, Rubber- 
Insulated Cables, has-been issued by the British Standards 
Institution. Included in the same document are a number of 
amendments to the Specification for Rubber-Insulated Cables, 
these amendments having become necessary by the shortage of 
various materials.

PAINTING OF NEW PUBLIC SERVICE ROAD 
VEHICLES IN WARTIME 


The British Standards Instituton has just been issued a 
British Standard Specification for the painting of new public 
service road vehicles in wartime, B.S. 1122. 

The specification calls attention to the necessity for the greatest 
care in the painting processes, as the reduction in the number of 
coats and the general quality of the paints compared with normal 
practice is otherwise likely to lower the safety factor of per- 
formance. 

The processes outlined in the Specification properly and 
efficiently carried out can be expected to provide a life for the 
painted work of from 18-24 months under average operating 
conditions. 

The specification is divided into three sections :— 

(1) The preparatory work which gives the points needing 
special attention in preparing the surface for painting.

EXTENSION OF AIRGRAPH SERVICE TO PERSONNEL 
OF H.M. FORCES IN THE U.S. 


The Postmaster-General announces that airgraph messages 
may now be sent to members of H.M. Forces serving in the 
United States of America. The rate will be the same as for air- 
graph messages to personnel of H.M. Forces serving in other 
areas already covered by the airgraph service, viz., 3d. 

The airgraph service is not available for messages addressed to 
civilians in the United States or to personnel of forces serving 
there other than H.M. Forces. 


Rubber Boots 


The Board of Trade wish to obtain figures of the stocks of 
‘“‘ Empire ” rubber boots (of Hong Kong manufacture) at present 
in the country, with a view to seeing that they are made available 
for essential work. Wholesalers and importers are being asked to 
make a return to the Board of their stocks of these boots. To 
complete the picture retailers are requested to report to their 
normal boot suppliers by 30th June the numbers and details of 
any rubber boots of Hong Kong manufacture which they may 
have-in stock. They should say whether the boots are ankle- 
boots or Wellingtons and how many of each type are: (a) in 
serviceable condition, and (b) unserviceable. 

Retailers who have any stocks of half- Wellingtons, or “ Squad- 
ron ” type (cavalry) rubber boots, whether of British manufacture 
or imported, should also report these figures to their normal 
suppliers, who then will be able to incorporate this information 
in their Returns to the Board. 


Utility Goods (Invoices) . Directions 


The Board of Trade have made The Utility Goods (Invoices) 
(No. 2) Directions 1943 (S. R. & O. 1943 No. 837, price 1d.) 
under the Apparel and Textiles Order, which amends the 
Utility Goods (Invoices) Directions, by providing that a trader 
who receives no invoice or an invoice not containing the 
prescribed particulars, shall report the matter to the Local Price 
Regulation Committee for his locality instead of to the Board of 
Trade. This alteration brings the procedure under the Direc- 
tions into line with that under the Price Controlled Goods 
(Invoices) Order 1943(see the “Board of Trade Journal” 
of 22nd May 1943, page 194). 


Utility Cotton and Rayon Cloth Display

The attention of the Board of Trade has been drawn to the 
fact that certain waste rubber merchants have been purchasing 
worn rubber boots which are then repaired and sold to the public 
without the surrender of either I.F. Certificates or coupons. 

The Board of Trade consider it desirable to remind all traders 
that, with the exceptions mentioned in the Footwear (Rubber 
and Industrial) Directions, 1942,* and General Licence,t no 
repaired rubber boots can be sold without the surrender of LF. 
Certificates. In those cases where the price charged for the boots 
exceeds the coupon-free limit p@érmitted by the Consumer Ration- 
ing Order { (and amending Orders) coupons should also be 
collected. 

Repairers who collect I.F. 
return them to the Chief Accountant, 
Oxford House, Bloomsbury Way, W.C.1. 


Certificates and coupons should 
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Utility Shirts, Underwear and Nightwear 


The Board of Trade have made the Utility Apparel (Men's 
Youths’ and Boys’ Shirts, Underwear and Nightwear) (No. 2) 
Directions (S. R. & O. 1943 No. 836, price 1d.) which will come 
into force on 21st June 1943. These Directions make provision 
for 

(1) the making of shirts from utility cloth No. 3021 in the 
bleached or plain dyed state. This cloth has not previously been 
available in these finishes. 

(2) the making up of double fronted shirts from utility cloths 
Nos. 302, 3020 and 3031. The double front must be made of 
self cloth and must be laid on and not inserted. It must not be 
less than 14 inches in length measured from the yoke and not 
less than 7} inches in width when made up. 

Appropriate ceiling prices are provided. 

The Making of Civilian Clothing (Restrictions) (No. 5) Ordet 
(S. R. & O. 1942 No. 702) which prohibited the manufacture of 
double fronted shirts, has been modified for the purpose by thes 
Directicns. The manufacture of double ftonted shirts, however, 
from other utility cloths cr from non-utility cloths is stil 
prohibited. Before the restrictions were imposed there was 4 
considerable trade in double fronted shirts made from printed 
cloths, and the rather easier supply position of these cloths ha‘ 
now permitted this limited re-introduction of this style. 

The coupon pointing for the double vomited shirts will be the 
same as for single fronted styles.

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Canada 


POST-WAR RECONSTRUCTION 


Small industries are to be established as part of Canada’s 
post-war reconstruction, according to the current bulletin of 
the Royal Bank of Canada. 

As in most belligerent countries, war has very seriously affected 
the small business man. Not only will an attempt be made to 
resuscitate these “‘ dead” concerns after the war, but also the 
creation of new small-scale local enterprises will be actively 
encouraged. 

“Local plants to process the products of the district and 
provide a backlog of industrial opportunties ”’ are the aim, says 
the Bank. 

Yheese factories, fish-curing establishments, other food pro- 
cessing plants, and small industries utilising waste products are 
already envisaged in the report of the Post-War Rehabilitation 
Council of British Columbia. 


Turkey 

TRADE WITH THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 1942 

According to the Fifth-fifth Annual Report of the British 
Chamber of Commerce of Turkey (Incorporated), trade between 
Turkey and the United Kingdom last year was as active as 
could be expected under the prevailing conditions and was 
limited only by the amount of shipping space available for 
civilian cargoes and by the restrictions of exports from the 
United Kingdom. These become increasingly stringent through- 
out the year and finally resulted in an almost complete cessation 
of exports of all cotton and woollen goods which have always 
constituted the principal goods imported by Turkey. 

Imports from the United Kingdom were principally of goods 
ordered, for the most part, a year before their arrival, but the 
demand was so great that this delay was accepted willingly 
provided that they finally reached Turkey. The transit from 
the Turkish ports by rail to Istanbul continued to be irregular 
owing to a shortage of trucks. 

Much of the trade between Turkey and the United Kingdom 
continuéd to be carried through the United Kingdom Commercial 
Corporation, which, in addition to the financial assistance given 
to traders, was itself exclusively interested in the purchase and 
sale of goods coming under Government control. Owing to its 
purchase of Turkish produce, for export to the sterling areas, 
funds were always available in the United Kingdom for financing 
of British exports. The original cost of goods was naturally 
increased by the commission charged by the U.K.C.C. for 
guarantees of payments to manufacturers, but this was no hin- 
drance to the placing of orders in the United Kingdom. 


EXPORTS TO THE UNITED KINGDOM 


In the course of the year the Corporation purchased ‘Turkish 
produce to a value of £1.46 million comprising the following 
commodities: mohair, 5,300 tons; valonea, 10,000 tons; 
valex, 300 tons; sultanas, 15,000 tons ; skins (sheep, lamb and 
goat), 2,500 tons ; emery, 6,141 tons ; flax, 800 tons, and hemp, 
2,000 tons. 


IMPORTS FROM THE UNITED KINGDOM 


Imports of British goods through the U.K.C.C. were valued 
at £1,855,220 and included the following commodities: quarry- 
ing tool steel, £2,500 ; hollow mining drill steel, £2,450 ; paints, 
£37,500 ; locomotive tyres, £18,050; tipping wagons and 
spares, £11,600 ; copper rods, £8,400 ; copper plates, £66,300 ; 
boiler plates, £2,450; goods wagons, £297,500; spare parts, 
£2,650; compressed air machinery, £1,300; tools and equip- 
ment, £23,630; electrical supplies, £12,400; surgical gauze, 
£10,650; linoleum and oilcloth, £21,000; chemicals and 
medical supplies, £76,000; surgical instruments, £3,050; 
machinery spares, £18,800; crucibles, £1,950; cotton and 
cotton yarns, £296,200; wool and woollen yarns, £596,500 ; 
manilla rope, £6,750 ; steel and floor polish, £6,300; tinplates, 
£135,000 ; copper sulphates, £29,200 ; tyres and tubes, £21,150. 

In addition to these, large quantities of goods were imported 
direct by the agents of British firms and notwithstanding war- 
time restrictions on exports, the volume of British goods to 
reach Turkey reached a high total.
